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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to amendments and remarl<s filed October 7, 
2010. Claims 1,3-16, and 18-20 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-16, and 18-20 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claims 1,14 and 16: The prior art of record individually or in combination fails 
to teach the laser processing apparatus as claimed, more specifically comprising: a 
position displacement data that is either a horizontal hologram data set representing 
displacement in a direction parallel to the processed surface, a vertical hologram data 
set representing displacement in a direction perpendicular to the processed surface, or 
a combination of the horizontal and vertical hologram data sets and wherein the 
horizontal data set and the vertical data set are distinct from each other and calculated 
separately. Since, Amako does not clearly disclose a method/process run on a 
computer or information processing apparatus, wherein the two different data sets are 
calculated separately then the above portion is allowable in combination with the rest of 
the claims. Claims 3-13, 15, and 18-20 are allowed because of their dependency on the 
above claims. 

Another close piece of art is Brotherton-Ratcliffe et al. (US 7333252) who 
teaches a method of writing a hologram with a shift in the horizontal direction parallel to 
the processed surface, but does not teach the vertical shift perpendicular to the

processed surface. As well as, Itoh et al. (US 5343415) who teaches an optical 
information processing apparatus that logarithmic polar coordinate transformation 
method (abstract).
